In the 2/12/2019 open session of the city council my written 
communications and related oral communications were 
discussed by the council related to actions the city may need to 
take in advance of the Plaza Hotel and North School 
Construction Projects, to ensure project specific truck routes 
are enforceable and able to protect resident safety, health, 
quality of life and property rights.
